It is estimated that te total increase 
will bring into the city an additional 
revenue of at least $16,000. Of. this 

@mount some $6.000 will come from 
‘Charging ice peddlers $12 for .each 
wagon, of which there are 600, when 
before they have been peddling free. 
They will still have to obtain permits. 

-In the entire ordinance only two re- 
ductions were made, those for|tin shops 
not installing furnaces, which were cut 
ffom $50 to $25 a year, such |shops in- 
Stalling furnaces being charged $50. 
The other cut was made for repairers 
of vehicles, who will be charged $15 in- 
steaa of $25 a year. 

The report of the committee will 
have to stand fire before the general 
council, and it is not at all improbable 
that amendments will be offered to 
some of the recommendations made. 

The changes made by the committee 
Friday afternoon were as follows: 

Paper dealers, wholesale, $60 and re- 
tail $25, instead of all dealers $25; pea- 
hut and popcorn stands, $12 instead of 
$10; palmistry, $100 in place of $50; ped- 
diers selling to merchants only, $12 in 
place of $10; planing miHs, $100 instead 
of $25; dealers in plumbers’ supplies $60 
instead of $25; pro@uce déalers, selling 
to merchants or consumers only, $40 in- 
stead of $25.

He stands ready to 
state in more explicit terms than those 
contained in his recent manifesto, if 
necessary, his attitude with reference 
to his. retirement. 

He has demanded to know from his 
opponents the terms in which they ex- 
pect him to announce his willingness 
to resign, and is waiting a reply from 
them. 

aue president’s declaration of last 
Sunday was made in good faith, and 
with the desire to serve the interests 
of his country. There was no subter- 
fuge in his declaration. He meané#@ 
what he said—that he would lay down 
the reins of government when he could 
do se without danger of anarchy -or 
chaos following his action. . 

Minister of Finance Jose Yves Li- 
mantour made the above explanation 
today to a representative of the Asso- 
ciated Press of the thtentions of the 
administration under the . circum- 
Stances as they appear at the moment.

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BRADLEY MAKES 
PLEA FOR PEACE 


Wars Unnecessary, Foolish and 
Wasteful

Decrying wars as unnecessary, fool- 
ish, horrible, wasteful and actually 
sinful, Dr. Henry Stiles Bradley, one 
of the best known ministers Georgia 
ever produced, last night spoke to @ 
crowd which completely filled the 
mai auditorium of-the Central Congre- 
gational] church. 

“The Final Furling of Battle Flags” 
was Dr. Bradley’s subject, and from 
this text he not only preacheg against 
wars as wasteful and sinful, but 
showed that the trend of the times is 
such as to give reason. to'believe that 
wars will eventually be known no 
more. That history's longest roll of 
honor is filled with the names of 
men made famous by their. deeds as 
soldiers only proves, according to Dr. 
Bradley, that the primitive man is 
savage to a large extent, and there- 
fore honors the heroes of carnage and 


warfare. 

Modern methods of travel ang com- 
munieation are gaily making the.world 
emalier, said ‘Dr: Bradley, and is thus 
bringing ‘her peoples not only into 
closer touch, but closer harmony one 
with another. And as the civilization 
of the world progresses, in Dr. Brad- 
ley’s opinion, the more does the world 
come to see the folly of warfare and 
the rarer become wars. Eventually, 
he bS8lieves, they will he no more. 

Towards the close of his lecture, Dr. 
Bradley paid Henry Grady a glowing 
tribute, holding ‘him up as an example 
of thé class of men who have achieved 
in times of peace even greater vic- 
tories than tver a warrior won. 


@ Dr. Bradley’s Address. 

On the whole, Dr. Bradley's address 
was one of the most eloquent and mas- 
terly efforts ever delivered in Atlanta, 
one that kept his hearers in rapt at- 
tention from beginning to end. 

Prestige of Warrior. 

Dr. Bradley said in pari: 

“The idea that the successful warrior 
was the greatest man, indeed 
‘God’s True Son,’ has been common to 
all the nations Cell the rajl from 
earth’s scroll of fame—Tiglath-Pileser, 
Rameses, Sargon, Nimrod, Samson, 
Gideon, David, Alexander, Darius, Cy- 
rus, Regulus, ‘Caesar, Hannibal, Crom- 
well, Napoleon,, Wellington, Washing- 
ton, Farragut, Grant, Lee, Jackson— 
warriors all. It would be impossible 
to construct a catalog of names 50 
well known as these from those who 
represent afiy other art than war. 

“The title ‘Son of God’ was given by 
the Egyptians to Hameses, the blood- 
lest warrior of the entire line of Pha- 
raohs. It was given by the Babyloni- 
ans to Nimrod, their greatest gerieral.

‘NO INTERFERENCE 
WITH COMMERCE 


Wasington, May 12.—Legitimate com- 
merce between the United States and 
the border towns of Mexico now held 
by insurrectos will not be interfered 
with by the United States. The prob- 
lem of international law arising from 
the Mexican border situation was dis- 
cussed by the cabinet today and the 
policy was laid down that there would 


not violate the neutrality of the United 


States. 
Administration officials decline to 


discuss hypothetiea] questions relating 
to the exportation of arms and ammu- 
nition to insurgent ports in Mexico. 
While there will be freedom of ordi- 
nary commerce it was clear that it 
|will be the policy of the customs of- 
ficilals to see that shipments do not 
offend the neutral position of this 
country. 
Official Statement Issued. 

The state department issued an offi- 
cial statement outlining the policy re- 
ferred to but saying this government's 
course hdd no bearing upon the ques- 
tion of the recognition of the belliger- 
ency of the inturrectos. 

The question of preserving the neu- 
trality of the United States is placed 
in the hands of the United States col- 
lectors of customs. They must pass 
upon the legality of all shipments. 
Colonel Steever was instructed by Sec- 
retary of War Dickinson to permit 
shipments of all character which pass 
through the customs house in E] Paso 
to enter Juarez.

Mr. Stimson was born in New York 
September 21, 1867.

He was asgssociat- 
ed with Senator Root of New York, 
in the practice of law and in 1906 was 
appointed United States attorney for 
the Southern District of New York. He 
resigned that position after three 
years’ service but became special coun- 
sel for the government in the prosecu- 
tion of the sugar trust. As counsel in 
that case he won the admiration of 
Attorney Wickersham and Mr. Taft. 

Secretary Dickinson was born in 
Mississippi, spent most of his life in 
Tennessee and was appointed to the 
cabinet from Chicago. He is sixty 
years old. In the civil war he served 
with the Mississippi volunteers. He 
was educated in the Universit of 
Nashville, the University of Ealpete. 
Saxony, and the Sorbornne, Paris. He 
was sworn in as secretary of war 
March 12, 1909, previously having. been 
genera] counsel of the Illinois Central 
railroad with offices in Chicago.

Organization Proceeding Rapidly. 

Juarez, Mexico, May 12.—The provi- 
sional government of Mexico made 
such progress with its work of or- 
ganization today that it is believed 
within a few days the states of Chi- 
huahua’and Senora will be completely 
administered by provisional state and 
municipal officers. 

The establishment of garrisons in 
places In northern Mexico, the installa- 
tion of local officials, the opening of 
railway and telegraph lines is being 
accomplished by direction of Provi- 
sional President Madero and his cabi- 
net. 

Although nothing was done by the 
officials of the provisional governmefit 
respecting peace negotiations, the fact 
that there is a. deadlock over pra- 
cedure became more pronounced. The 
federal government and the provigion- 
al government are standing their dis- 
tance, each waiting for the other to 
make the first move. The insurrectos 
contend that Judge Carbajal suspend- 
ed the negotiations after they had syb- 
mitted a proposition asking General 
Diaz to announce his intention of re- 
signing. 

Single Gleam of Hope. 

A gleam of hope is contained fh the 
fact that some rebel leaders have said 
they would be willing tp accept Gen- 
eral Diaz's manifesto as sufficient evi- 
dence of hig intention to resign, and 
to go ahead with peace negotiations 
provided the government consented to 
the immediate appointment of govern- 
ors for fourteen of the twenty-seven 
states and to a ‘genera)] transfer of 
power into the handg of the revolu- 
tionary party. 2 . 

What will come of this plan is not 
known, but it is said to be favored 
by insurrecto leaders. With the ques- 
tion of the president's resignation 
eliminated, progress toward peace is 
certain. | 

On the other hand, some of the in- 
surrecto leaders believe their military 
successes soon will inelude Mexico 
City, where the provisional govern- 
ment will be moved, and at this time 
hardly would afford as complete a 
transfer of political power as surely 
would follow military triumph. 

It is pointed out that the rebel 
chiefs in¢*the south would consent to 
nothing but immediate abdication of 
General Diaz, yet authentic advices on 
this point are lacking. 

The provisidhal government, by tak- 
ing possession of the customs house 
today, will begin to receive its first 
income. Taxes are being levied and 
tariffs will be exacted ag heretofore 
by the federal government, the funds 
being used to prosecute the revoeluton.

Railroad Commission Turns 
Down Buckhead Line 
* Increased Fare. 


If the Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company wishes-to extend its line from 
Buckhead to the county line where the 
ney Country Club is located, a distance 
of something over three miles, it must 
go before the railroad commission and 
request that a just and reasonable rate 
be fixed for the increased distance of 
travel.

Probably the most comprehensive plea for international peace 
yet delivered in Atlanta was that put forward by_Dr. H. 5. Brad- 
ley, formerly of Trinity church, this city, in a lecture at the Cen- 
tral Congregational church. 

The speaker, who is specially fitted for his subject by range 
of study and qualities of intellect, surveyed the entire field of his- 
tory and of scripture to establish his contention that war 1s folly 
end peace the sane world-attitude. He neglected no single phase. 
On the economic side his arguments are trenchant. In behalf of 
sentiment-and humanity, his reasoning is well-grounded® and in- 
clusive. He exposes the martial glamor of warfare, the plea that 
it makes for strengthening of manhood, as shallow, brutal, and 
unavailing. 

It has been customary to go to the past for precedents ta sus- 
tain the old and barbarous assertion that since war has always ob- 
tained, it always will obtain. Dr. Bradley last evening met this 
particular argument with its own logic, showing that war weeds 
out not the unfit, but the fit, and retards instead of advances Chris- 
tianity and civilization. 

The lecture itself comes in admirable preparation for the gi- 
gantic mass meeting scheduled for the Auditorium-Armory, May 
28, when Atlanta will be asked to ratify the pending Anglo-Saxon 
peace pact, as a preliminary to péace as wide as the world.. Em- 
bracing the range of debate that has been advanced on both sides 
of the issue, Dr. Bradley’s lecture will make more receptive the 
thousands of Atlantans who will later be given an opportunity to 
give an epochal movement their personal indorsement. 
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' STANDARDIZING GEORGIA’S BANK LAW. 


Commendable from every standpoint is the movement inau- 
gurated by Mills B. Lane, president of the Citizens’ and Southern 
Bank, of Savannah, and a leading financial authority in Georgia, 
to bring before the Georgia Bankers’ Association a plan for the 
standardizing of the state’s banking system. 

Mr. Lane is gomg no further than successive state treasur- 
ers for séveral administrations have gone. But their recommenda- 
tion has fallen on deaf,ears, and it is high time that the gen- 
eral assembly take thoroughgoing measures to place the banking 
system of this state upon a modern and impregnable basis. 

As it is now, there is a wide conflict between the regulations 
governing the state and the national banks. As a result, it is pos- 
sible—and has happened recently—for financiers unable or un- 
willing to comply with federal provisions, to surrender their na- 
tional charters and take out a state charter. Such developments 
They display a findamental 
weakness in Georgia’s banking system, and a pyblic indifference 
toward reform, that are hardly short of criminal. 

The rules laid down by the federal government for the opera- 
tion of national banks. are lax enough in latitude and enforce- 
ment. Perennially the demand goes up from sound financiers for 
a stricter drawing of the lines, and greater exactions in the direc- 
tion of standardization. 

If that condition holds with the national banks, what a com- 
mentary it is on business conservatism and public spirit in Geor- 
gia that the state’s regulation should trail so far behind those of 
the nation. There should be no more excuse for failure of a state 
than of a national bank. Yet the circumscribed authority and pen- 
alties at the disposal of the state banking department make it 
easier for the state than for the national institution to close its 
doors. 

The.issue is one that touches rock-bottom in Georgia’s com- 
mercial and industrial life. Not only the Georgia Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation, but the general assembly as well, should proceed straight- 
way upon a sufficient program of reform.

The committee 
om water resources of the chamber of commerce has passed reso- 
lutions indorsing the proposed agreement, and calling upon the 
commercial bodies of the state to make commendatory representa- 
tions to the forthcoming legislature.

Right to Run Four Saloons Un- 
der One License in 1908 
Sustained. 


To win and to lose at the same time 
is a rather difficult proposition, and is 
a feat seldom accomplished, but that is 
what happened to Nicholas Kutres, of 
Clarke county, according to a decision 
handed down by the supreme court 
yesterday morning. 

Urider the near beer act of 1908, 
Kutres applied to ‘the ordinary of’ 
Clarke county for license to sell near 
beer. He paig his $200 and got the li- 
cense. Then he proceedeg to establish 
four saloons and to run them all under 
the one license. 

The ordinary attempted to collect 
the additional $600 and Kutres applied 
to the superior court judge for an in- 
junction and got it on the contention 
that the act of 1908 required only that 
a near beer dealer should secure @ 
license, ang did not specify whether 
he should run one saloon or a dozen. 

Ordimary: Wingfield appealed the 
case to the supreme court and in the 
meantime the legislature in 1909) 
amended the near beer tax act and 
specified that each person operating 
a saloon should take out a license for 
each one hé operated, and fixed the 
limits wherein they shoulg be operat- 
ed. So that permanently settied the 
contention of Kutres. 

However, his case was still pending 
in the supreme court, and Friday he 
won it, the court deciding it under the 
law \as it was at the time Kutres took 
out his license. \All that he gains by 
it is saving the license of $600 on the 
three saloons which he operated under 
one license under the original law.

PLAN SELECTED 
OY METHODISTS 


for the Unification of Al 
the Churches 


Chattanooga Conference _Is- 
sues an Address to the Meth- 
odists of the United States 
With Reference to the Plan 
Proposed. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., May § 12.—An 
address was issued late today by the 
committee on unification of the Meth- 
odist churches, which embodies the 
plan which will be submitted to the 
general conferences for final action. 
The plan itself will not be made pub- 
lic until it comes before the confer- 
ence. 

The address follows: 

‘To the Metodists of te United 
States, Greetings: At the first meet- 
ing of this joint committee of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, South, the 
Methodist Protestant church and the 
Methodist Episcopal chiren, held = at 
Baltimore in December, 1910, the com- 
missioners of the Methodist Episcopal 
church in a written expression to the 
commission used the following..lan- 
guage: « 

“It is our conviction that the time 
has come when the desirability and the 
practicability of organic union shall be 
discussed between us; and if the pre- 
ponderance of judgment be found 
against either, that the reasons 
be clearly set before our churches, in 
order that, being informed as to the 
same, they may the more intelligently 
judge the work of their commissions 
and conform their own utterances and 
actions to the conditions’ as thus de- 
veloped.’ 

“Starting from the point the com- 
mission ordered that a sub-committee 
of nine, three from each church, 
should be designated to take the whole 
matter under advisement, and should 
report, if possible, a plan for te 
unification of the three churches by 
reorganization. 

“This sub-committee met at Cincta- 
natti, Ohio, in January, 1911, and after 
three days of conference, found itself 
able to make only tentative sugges- 
tions touching fundamental points as 
preliminary to a later and more final 
effort to constitute what might be 
termed a plan of reorganization in har- 
mony with its instructions. 

“It was found that the differences 
that are radical and difficult of adjust- 
ment have their root in historical and 
traditional divergences of conviction 
toucing the essential principles of 
government. 

“The report of the sub-committee 
was brought before us at our present 
session held in the city of Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., May 10-12, 1911, and has 
been weighed and discussed with the 
utmost care. The frank and candid 


spirit in which these discussions have 
been conducted is also a ground for 
congratulativn and the substantial 
agreements reaced on some 0points 
furnish reasons for the anticipation 
that we may eventually be able to see 
eye to eye on others. ~ 

“While our work is not in such a 
state of maturity, as in the judgment | 
of the committee would warrant us in | 
making a detailed statement to the 
public, even if we supposed we had 
authority to do so, we yet do not hes- 
itate to say that we have made real 
and substantial progress.

20/7 Passengers Transferred in 
Life Boats 


Steamship Merida, of the Ward 
Line, Sinks Five Hours After 
Having Been Rammed by the 
Steamer Admiral Farragut. 
Narrow Escape of Passengers. 


Norfolk, Va., May 12.—The Ward 
Line steamer Merida, bound from Ha- 
vana, Cuba, for New York, with 319 
souls on board, early this morning, 
sank in 35 fathoms of water, 55 miles 
northeast of Cape Charles, after she 
had been rammed by the fruit steamer 
Admiral Farragut, bound from Phila- 
delphia for Port Antonio. Every per- 


son aboard the Meridia was rescued.) 


and but one was seriously injured, the 
wife of A. Peon, a land proprietor of 
Progresso, Mexico. 

The Merida was struck by the Ad- 
miral Farragut during a dense fog at 
12:30 a. m. In five hours the Merida 
was at the bottom of the ocean. 

By wireless telegraphy the Old Do- 
minion Steamship Company's steamer 
Hamilton, bound from New York to 
Norfolk, was summoned by the Admiral 
Farragut and took aboard the rescued 
passengers and crew and landed them 
in Norfolk at 7 o’clock tonight. 

The Admiral Farragut, which carried 
but one unknown passenger, proceeded 
for the Delaware breakwater under 
convoy of the United States battleship 
Iowa, which answered the wireless ap- 
peals for assistance. The Farragut 
crashed into the Merida, disabling the 
latter’s engines, but wrecking her elec- 
trical dynamo and leaving the ship and 
wireless apparatus helpless and in 
total darkness. 

One passenger, Perry E. Benton, 
proved himself one of the real heroes 
of the hour. Benton is an expert en- 
gineer, and it was,largely through his 
assistance and knowledge of mechanice 
that the wireless appatatus on the Far- 
ragut was repaired, and Operator Leach 
was finally, at 5:30 o’clock, able to send, 
out his first call for aid. 

This was heard by the Old Dominion 
liner Hamilton and the battleship Iowa. 
It was a few minutes after 8 o'clock 
when the Hamilton sighted the Admiral 
Farragut, and in half an hour was close 
enough to send out life boats. 

According to the passengers the 
Merida’s lights were extinguished ten 
minutes after the collision occurred. 
There was, however, no great excite- 
ment, 

The Merida is 417 feet long, 50 feet 
beam, 35 feet..deep, with a displace- 
ment of approximately 10,000 tons. The 
vessel was only about five years old. 

One woman lost not only $1,000 in 
gold which she had deposited with the 
Merida’s purser in the ship’s safe, but 
also a half a carload of tropical birds 
which she was importing. The passen- 
gers for the most part escaped only in 
the clothes they were able to get on 
their backs, and some left but scantily 
attired. 

Frank G. Conling, an importer, of 68 
Broad street, New York, said he de- 
sired to enter a strong protest against 
the action of officers of the Merida. He 
asserted that they told the passengers 
to go back to their staterooms when 
the ship was in imminent danger of 
sinking, and all but the captain, quar- 
termaster and first officer took to the 
life boats ahead of even women and 
children passengers.

Tremendous Blow at Packers. 

Attorneys for jthe government de- 
clared the decision was a tremendous 
blow at the packers’ defense, and said 
the prosecution had scored at every 
point.

GROWTH OF CHRYSANTHEMUMS 
DESCRIBED BY MRS. PORTER 


By request of this department, Mrs. 


_ Henry Porter, one of the officers of 
| the Chrysanthemum Club 6f West End, 


contributes an interesting article on 
the growth of chrysanthemums. The 
ladies of Inman Park are famous for 
the beautiful flowers they grow, their 
annual chrysanthemum shows being 
among the most successful held in the 
south. Of their growth Mrs. Porter 
writes: 


“in imagination we, in our last paper, 
followed our chrysanthemums in their 


| growth until'they had réached the top- 


ping or pinching period. We had 
pinched them back to force side shoots, 
the best three of which we selected for 
future flower stems. Our Object now 
is to produce strong roots, stocky stems 
and healthy foliage that will withstand 
the drouth and heat of summer, and 
how to secure these results is our sub- 
ject today. 
“First of all we must wage warfare 
against the army of aphis (little black 
and green bugs) that invade the chry- 
santhemum realm during all stages of 
the plant’s growth. Tobacco dust 
sprinkled over the affected parts after 
they have been sprayed with a water- 
ing pot to make the dust adhere, usual- 
ly conquers this enemy. A pepper box 
is easily handled and distributes the 
dust uniformily. 

“Having for the time being gotten 
rid of aphis (which appears to be harm- 
less, but are really destructive) let us 


' follow our growing flower stems. 


“Arising from the base of each leaf 
will soon appear lateral growth or 
‘suckers,’ which should be removed as 
soon as they start. All chrysanthe- 
mum growers know what patience pull- 
ing suckers requires. Mr. Herrington, 
in his book entitled ‘The Chrysanthe- 
mums,’ says: ‘It is one of the opera- 
tions that can be put off till tomorrow 
without apparent harm, but is better 
done today, as each day for many days 
will have its quota of superfluous 
growth needing removal.’ 

“IT cannét emphasize too forcibly what 
Mr. Herrington says, for prompt ac- 
tion in removing superfluous growth 
keeps the plant's energies concentrated 
upon the three main stems. TFEarly in 
the morning is the most attractive 
time to do this work, as the suckers 
are fresh and firm and easier to re- 
move, but it can be done at any time 
during the day if one is averse to early 
rising. The process is slow and re- 
quires care, but it has its compensa- 
tions in the end. 

The Advanced Plant. 


“As the plants advance and fertilizer 
is added suckers will come from the 
roots, and these too must be carefully 
removed, or they will soon frustrate 
the grower’s ambition of handsome 
blooms. Their removal may cease as the 
flowers mature if one wishes to pre- 
serve stock for another season. 

“In the early stages of its growth 
chrysanthemums cannot be cultivated 
too much—deep cultivation is not nec- 
essary—just enough to keep down 
grass and weeds and keep the soil open 
and mellow. 

“All cultivation must stop, however, 
when they begin to put out ground or 
feeding roots, which is usually during 
July, for these roots lie near the sur- 
face, and are easily injured. Of course, 
the beds should at all times be Kept 
free of grass and weeds. 

“Plants breath through their leaves, 
hence the foliage should be lightly 
sprayed often to keep it free of soot 
and dust. Never let dead leaves hang 
on your plants—pull] them off, but don’t 
throw them down on your beds or 
It makes them unsightly. The

Chrysanthemums Like People. 


“Chrysanthemums are much like peo- 
ple—some are strong and son scarcely 
be overfed or overwatered; others 
are delicate in constitution and cannot 
assimilate quantities of stimulating 
foodéand drink, hence the necessity of 
becoming acquainted with each variety 
and its needs. 

“Usually between the 15th of August 
and the 10th of September flower buds 
form and then is the time of maximum 
feeding. In addition to the top dress- 
ing above mentioned weak liquid ma- 
nure may be fed once or twice a week; 
sometimes an application of nitrate of 
soda is given in solution or by sprink- 
ling it near the plants in dry form and 
watering, this, however, is a very 
strong fertilizer and should be uged 
with care. 

“The above are the general rules for 
fertil'zing provided your original sol! 
is rich enough to maintain the plants 
in a growing condition until a top 
dressing in July is needed. Some- 
times it is necessary to fertilize with 
well rotted fertilizer prior to July, but 
the condition of your plants must be 
your guide, remembering at all times 
that they should be kept steadily grow- 
ing, 

“Staking and tying are important 
features. The best thing available to 
our clubs so far has been old fashion- 
ed fishing poles, and they should be 
stout and straight. Just as soon as 
a plant shows signs of growing crook- 
ed it should be tied up. Raffia ie per- 
haps the best thing for tying, but soft 
strings will do. Cut your canes off at 
a joint before sticking them into the 
ground, otherwise they will split end 
rot and harbor wood lice, the most dis- 


|

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On the sanctity of the home and the 
obligations of the mother, Cardinal Bib~- 
bons wrote the following: 

“The home is the primeval school. It 
is the best, the most hallowed, and 
the most potential of all academies; 
and the parent, especially the mother, 
is the first, the most influential and 
the most cherished of all teachers. 

“For various reasons, mothers should 
be the first instructors of their chil- 
dren. 

“1. As nature ordains that mothers 
should be the first to feed their off- 
spring with corporal nourishment, of 
their own substance, so the God of na- 
ture ‘ordains that mothers should be 
the first to impart to their little ones 
‘the rational, gulileless milk’ of heaven- 
ly knowledge ‘whereby they may grow 
into salvation.’ (First Peter, ii, 1.) 

“2. The children that are fed by their 
own mothers are usually more healthy 
and robust than those that are nour- 
ished by wet nurses. In like manner, 
the children that are instructed by 
their own mothers in the elements of 
Christian knowledge are commonly 
more sturdy in faith, and are more 
responsive to the call of moral duty 
than those who are’ committed for in- 
struction to strangers. 

“3. The progress of a pupil in knowl- 
edge is in a great measure propor- 
tioned to the confidence he has in his 
preceptor. Now, in whom does a child 
place so much belief as in his midther? 
She is his oracle and prophet. She is 
his guide, philosopher and friend. He 
never doubts what his mother tells 
him. The lesson he received acquires 
additional force because it proceeds 
from one to whom he has given his: 
first love, and whose image, in after 
life, is indelibly stamped on his heart 
or memory. 

Training in Morals. 
“Mothers, do not lose the golden op- 
portunity you have of training your 
children in point of morals, while their 
hearts are open to drink in your every 
word.

Cut the bread in small dice 
and put in a-basin; add the peel, the 
ralsins and the grated rind of; the 
lemon. Put a tablespoonful of the sugar 
in a small saucepan and set it over 
the fire till it becomes brown; then add 
the milk and stir till it gets quite hot. 
Put the remainder of the sugar a 
basin with the other ingredients and 
add the milk, which will have become 
coffee colored. Then beat the eggs up 
well, stir them in and all the juice of 
the half lemon. Have a fancy mold, 
well buttered, and a few préserved cher- 
ries in the bottom to decorate. Pour 
the mixture in: cover with buttered 
paper and steam for one hour. Turn 
out and serve with custard sauce. 


Virginia Waffles.—Two cupfuls of 
flour, half a cupful of corn meal, one 
and a Half cupful of boiling water, 
three tablespoonfuls of sugar, two 
tablespoonfuls of melted butter, two 
eggs, one teaspoonful of salt, three tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder and one 
and a half cupful of milk. Cook the 
corn meal in the boiling water for 
twenty minutes. Add the milk, flour, 
sugar, baking powder and salt, which 
have been previously sifted together 
thoroughly. the yolks of the eggs, 
beaten until stiff, the melted butter and 
the stiffly beaten whites of the eggs. 
Fry on a hot, well-greased waffle iron. 
Serve with maple syrup.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK;

WEEK’S TRADE REVIEWED. 


What Commercial _ Agencies 
Say About Business. 


New York, May 12.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.'s Weekly Review of Trade tomor- 
row will say that warmer weather has 
stimulated increased activity in retail 
trade in most of the large centers, but 
the business situation, as a whole, 
is otherwise unsatisfactory, so far as 
the immediate volume of transactions 
is concerned, although the outlook is 
favorable. Consumption is below pro- 
ducing capacity and curtailment is 
the order of industry, particularly in 
the iron and steel trade in which there 
has been further blowing out of fur- 
naces and a reduction in unfilled or- 
ders. 

Unfilled tonnage of the United States 
Stee] Corporation shows a falling off 
for the first time this year. Conces- 
sions are noted in sales of southern 
iron for prompt delivery, although 
‘prices on @istant shipments are gen- 
erally maintained. Somewhat more 
encouraging prospects appear in the 
rail division, two railroads being in 
the market for a considerable tonnage, 
While other negotiations are pending. 

Activity was stimulated in the cot- 
ton*goods markets by large purchases 
made for the account of printers and 
converters, the total being in excess of 
500,000 pieces. Jobbers are careful pur- 
chasers of domestics. Merchants re- 
gard trade conditions as improving 
slowly. 

Adverse weather has held back rail 
trade, but with every sign of higher 
temperature demand increases consid- 
erably. Yarns are firmer, more as a 
conséqtience of high cotton than an 
increased demand. The export trade 
in cottons is well above that of a 
year ago.

Trading in footwear does not show 
the usual] activity. although conditions 
have improved and manufacturers are 
working on a fairly satisfactory vol- 
ume of orders.

. Great Reforms Move Slowly. 


‘But all the great reforms move 
slowly. As one of our great jurists 
recently said, ‘Nothing of human 
handiwork that comes to stay is sud- 
denly conceived or suddenly produced.’ 
It takes a long time to eradicate 
hereditary tendencies.’ The hands of 
dead ancestors still tug at the reigns 
of our wills. We may pride ourselves 
that we are descended from Puritan or 
Cavalier, but we-must remember that 
our ancestry does not begin there. The 
blood of rude cave dwellers, the con- 
temmporaries of the saber tooth tiger 
and the cave bear. still warms the 
eockles of -our hearts. We are the 
lineal descendants of ancestors who 
lived long before genealogies were in- 
vented or an aristocracy of blood was 
dreamed of. There is some advantage 
in this and we may share the senti- 
ment of Boyesen as he sings:

“Ethnic Folly. 


“War is the supreme ethnic folly. 

“Our race is thousands of years be- 
hind, in point of development, what it 
would have been but for war. During 
Germany’s thirty years’ war her popu- 
lation was reduced from twenty-two 
million to eight million people. The 
statisticians compute that France has 
forty per cent. fewer men. today than 
she would have had but for her com- 


paratively recent wars. If, in the 
case of war, the population w re- 
duced in the same way that if¥is in 


famines and epidemics, where men, 
women and children die, and especially 
the weak and feeble succumb, it would 
be bad enough, but war does not 
select the old, the infirm, the dis- 
eased, and the lunatic for its victims, 
but always the young, the healthiest, 
the most vigorous, the most courage- 
ous. So, it is worse for the race than 
pestilence and famine combined. 

“No truer statement was ever ut- 
tered than that by. the Master when 
He said, “They that take the sword 
will. perish by the sword.’” 


Fittest Weeded Out. 


Discussing the effect upon social 
strength of war, the speaker gaid:. 

“We ought to remember that the 
Same laws which govern in the. pro- 
duction of fine fruits, vegetables, 
sheep, horses and dogs, control in the 
production of men.

Young Men Lost. 


“The president of the University of 
North Carolina, which was founded in 
1779, is quoted as saying that one out 
of every five of the graduates of the!

versity of Virginia, the University of 
Georgia and the institutions’of all the 
southern states. What a terrible loss 
it hes been to our republic that so 
many of the fairest young men of the 
section that furnished, up to the civil 
War, such a large proportion of our 
presidents and statesmen, found not 
their places in the halis of state, but 
a resting place in unknown and unfor- 
gotten graves! 

“War is always demoralizing. Not 
only do al] reforms stop when war be- 
gins, but even those mpral advan- 
tages which had been temporarily 
gained are for the time being lost. | 
There seems to be a sort of uncon- | 
scious reasoning, on the part of men 
engaged in wholesale slaughter, that 
if it is right to kill it is right to do 
anything.” 


Spoils of Wear. 

The reckless waste of war was pic- 
tured as follows: 

“Spoils of war! These square miles 
of corpses and pyramids of skulls, our 
pauper farms and insane asylums are 
war's true spoils. 

“That we may appreciate more keen- 
lv the fact that the fairest, bravest 
and tenderest have often been the v.c- 
tims of war, let me relate to you an 
incident that occurred in the war De- 
tween the states. 

“The scehe was at the foot of Mary's 
Heights, near Fredericksburg. It was 
the day following that on which Han- 
cock had flung back Maegher’s bri- 
gade, time after time, as they charged 
in desperate valor upon the confeder- 
ate lines, which occupied the sunken 
road. Behind a stone wall the men of 
Cobb and Kershaw stood in.ranks four 
deep. Before them was an open field, 
thickly dotted with the bodies of dead 
and wounded—debris of those fearful 

slaughts that had failed to move 
that fourfold line of veterans. Many 
lay silent—they had gone beyond the 
reach of pain. But from all over the 
fielqg of carnage there came from the 
lips of the wounded the agonizing cry 
for water, water, in dreadful reitera- 
tion.

Concluding, Dr. Bradley said: 

“In the heart of this city, yonder at 
the junction of its busiest streets about 
whose base surge the multitudes every 
day, there stands a bronze statue in 
hedote size of a man who never knew 
the art of war.
